i Representatives of Magna Entertain¬ 
ment Corp. will present plans for a new 
$80 to $100 million race track to Romulus 
officials Monday aftemooa 

Members of both the Romulus City 
' Council and planning commission will 
' meet with developers hoping to bring 
I Michigan Downs to a 212-acre site north of 
I 1-94. The proposed track would be located 
; off Vining Road, between Smith on the 
j north and Wick Road on the south. Hotel 
j property would abut the east side of the 
land that Magna currently has an option to 
buy. 

Lome K Kumer, vice president of real 
estate for Magna Eiitertainment, said the 
informational meeting Monday would be 
an opportunity for the company to answer 
any questions city officials might have 
about a proposal the company plans to 
submit Eriday. 

“We’re submitting the plan based on 
the conceptual approval we received,” 
Kumer said. “We will have a presentation 
and go throu^ the plan with the city offi¬ 
cials on the 23rd.” 

Kumer stressed that the plans for the 


racetrack are “still in the process” and 
that company representatives would be 
meeting with city representatives on a reg¬ 
ular basis. 

The horsetrack is referred to in plans 


for the project as Phase One of the devel¬ 
opment Phase TXvo is a mixed-use facility 
that would include residential, retail, com¬ 
mercial and convention space at the site. 

While Kumer said this portion of the 


plan would be conditional on factors such 
as the market conditions and financing 
availability and directed by the market

Defendants facing sentenc¬ 
ing in the 34th District Court 
may need to bring woric gloves 
and perhaps a paintbrush to 
help pay their fines. 

Following the example of 
the City of Romulus, the court 
has expanded the Community 
Work Program which offers an 
alternative to monetary fines 
and jail time for offenders. 
The program will add an avail¬ 
able workforce to help local 
communities provide some ser¬ 
vices recent budget cuts might 
have prohibited. 

Defendants found guilty by 
the court may find themselves 
painting city buildings, repair¬ 
ing and cleaning community 
cemeteries, clearing litter from 
roadways and fairgrounds or 
working to clean animal shel¬ 
ters or recreation fields. 

As part of the expanded pro¬ 
gram, defendants can be 
assigned as community service 
workers to teams working in 
Romulus and Belleville or 
Huron, Sumpter or Van Buren 
townships. 

A1 Hindman, court director 
of security, oversees the pro¬ 
gram, which went into effect

May 13. Hindman said the 34th 
District Court program has 
been in existence for the last 14 
years in Romulus and has been 
supervised by the city depart¬ 
ment of public works since 
inception.

Madonna College may 
open campus neaihy

Romulus residents will soon 
have another option for educa¬ 
tion after high sch(K)L 

Madonna University, currently 
headquartered in Livonia, will 
soon open up a satellite campus 
nearby, according to Dianne 
Fhris, a spokesperson for the 50- 
year old institution. 

“We’re hoping to help meet 
the needs of the community,.” she 
told Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers last Monday. 

The satellite facility isn’t actu¬ 
ally located in the city, but it is 
nearby, according to Paris. It’s 
located in the historic St. 
Aquinas High School on North¬ 
line Road in Southgate, she said. 
She said the goal of the new cen¬ 
ter is to give students an option 
other than traveling to the main 
campus, which located off 1-96 
and Levan Road in Livonia 
The college was founded by 
the Felician Sisters of Livonia in 
1947. It has evolved since then 
but still is a Catholic institution 
of higher learning, committed to 
teach, scholarship and service, 
according to Paris. 

She said the satellite office is 
now accepting students, and will 
expand services as the summer 
progresses. 

“We’ve got some good things 
going on already and we’ll have 
more this summer,” she said. 


Students will find a wide vari¬ 
ety of programs, there, she said. 
The curriculum is similar to that 
found on the main campus, with 
everything from a bachelor’s 
degree in general studies to a 
comprehensive nursing program, 
a top-notch program in criminal 
justice and many different types 
of teacher certification. The 
school also offers bachelors or 
master’s degrees. 

Paris said the university has a 
long history of community 
involvement 

‘We really try to be a part of 
the community, and the commu¬ 
nities surrounding us,” she said. 
“It won’t be any different in the 
downriver area” 

The downriver center is host¬ 
ing several open houses, begin¬ 
ning next month. The first one is 
from 5-8 p.m. Tuesday, July 22. 
Anyone interested can tour the 
facility, meet the faculty and staff 
and learn more about programs. 

City officials said they were 
already familiar with organiza¬ 
tion, and pleased that it was mov¬ 
ing so close to their community. 
William Wadsworth, who retired 
last week after 34 years with tlie 
Wayne County Sheriff’s office, 
said he was particularly familiar 
with the college. He earned a 
degree there during the 1970s. 

“I think I was a member of the 
first graduating class after it 
became a university,” Wadsworth 
said. “It’s a good school.”

Proposed bill would consolidate elections

State election officials are 
hoping a plan to consolidate 
school and local elections will 
save money and increase voter 
turnout 

Secretary of State Terri Lynn 
Land unveiled the legislation last 
week. It was sponsored by State 
Rep. Christopher Ward (R- 
Brighton) and State Sen. Bev 
Hammerstrom (R-Temperence), 
who said the current practice of 
scheduling individual school 
elections in additional to regular 
local elections dilutes the inter¬ 
est of voters and discourages 
turnout 

The legislation would consoli¬ 
date all elections to four annually 
and transfer the responsibility to 
counties and municipal election 
officials. 

“Elections should be an invita¬ 
tion to participate in democracy,” 
said Land in a prepared state¬ 
ment “Unfortunately, the sheer 
frequency and irregularity of 
elections often impede voter 
turnout Bringing consistency 
and simplicity to the process will 
remove guesswork and encour¬ 
age more voters to take part” 

The nine-bill package is sup¬ 
ported by organizations like the 
League of Women Voters, the 
Michigan Chamber of 
Commerce, the Michigan 
Townships Association and the 
Michigan Municipal League. It’s 
not a new plan or a new concept 


Many states already have consoli¬ 
dated election dates. Versions of 
the consolidation plan have not 
been approved by the Michigan 
House and Senate several times 
in the past decade. Land said 
voter dissatisfaction coupled 
with turnover in the legislature 
make it an ideal time to try to 
push it through agaia 

“This is common sense legisla¬ 
tion,” said Ward. “It increases 
voter participation, establishes 
regular, recognizable election 
days that voters can rely on, 
allows trained professionals to 
conduct elections and it saves 
taxpayer dollars.” 

Local clerks have a mixed 
reaction to the plaa 

“I support the concept,” said 
Sue Hillebrand, Northville 
Township clerk 

“Voters need to have some 
consistent dates. Too many peo¬ 
ple miss them if a special elec¬ 
tion is called.” 

Northville Township already 
works closely with the Northville 
School District during elections, 
she said. 

Although the school manages 
the elections, the township lends 
them the equipment, provides 
the voter registration records and 
precinct cards and even shares 
some election workers. At the 
end of the day, however, the dis¬ 
trict pays all election costs. 
Hillebrand said she’s not clear 
who would pay for the elections 
should the municipalities be 
required to run school elections.

“It costs a lot of money to run 
an election,” she said. 

Mary Carney, Wayne city clerk 
said that many cities and town¬ 
ships, already run school elec¬ 
tions, although Wayne doesn’t. 
She said she was in favor of regu¬ 
lar election dates, as well. 

Having a regular date would 
impact on the flexibility school 
districts have when they sched¬ 
ule millage requests. Proponents 
of the plan say that’s a good thing, 
because some districts state wide 
have set special millage elections 
during the winter and on 
Saturdays. 

John Street, director of busi¬ 
ness and finance for the 


Northville Public School district 
said the concept of districts that 
attempt to sneak elections past 
voters is a thing of the past 

“School elections are sched¬ 
uled every year,” he said. 
“They’re not secret, anymore.” 

He said a consolidated plan 
like the one proposed would 
interfere with the flexibility of a 
school district 

He said the plan might affect 
school races in other ways, too. 
They might not receive the atten¬ 
tion they deserve if combines 
with other election bids. 

“They’re generally not high 
profile races,” he said. “I don’t 
know if they’re get into the same 
kind of arena”

area, city officials expressed the

‘The city is willing to vacate 
the roads with the assurance that 
they will develop the property,” 
Keyes noted. 

Keyes said the meeting would 
allow the council members and 
planning commissioners the 
opportunity to discuss time 
frames and any other questions 
with Magna representatives. 

Kumer agreed. “We’ll have a 


presentation for them and talk 
about the project and answer 
questions,” he said. 

Kumer added that the annual 
reports from Magna demonstrate 
that adding mixed-use facilities 
to horsetracks is not something 
new for the Magna “That is one 
of Magna Entertainment Corp.’s 
strategies,” he said. Magna, 
based in Aurora, Ontario, is one 
of the largest owners and ojrera- 
tors of racetracks in the world. 

Kumer said the company must 
first obtain the necessary 
approval from the city and then 
be granted a track license from 
the state racing commissioner. 
Magna hopes, he said, to have 
both by the end of summer. 

“The track license is at the 
discretion of the racing commis¬ 
sioner,” Ifruner said. 

Both Kumer and Keyes 
agreed that there has been little,

a proactive stance in the commu¬ 
nities.” 

Each of the communities has 
agreed, by proclamation, to par¬ 
ticipate in the year-round pro¬ 
gram. The program has teams of 
no more than 14 individuals at 
work from 8 a.m. until 2 p.m. 
every day except Frtday. 

The department of public 
works in the community will 
supervise the teams where they 
are assigned. 

The communities are being 
assigned a group of people that 
can handle various work duties 
in each community that would 
otherwise go unattended due to 
the lack of manpower,” Hindman 
said. 

“It costs $6 per day to monitor 
an offender sentenced to per¬ 
form community service, com¬ 
pared to $45 per day for a person 
senttojaiL” 

Failure of any defendant to 


report for the work program 
after being sentenced by the 
court will result in a warrant 
being issued for their arrest All 
the program participants must 
obey the court sanctioned rules 
and regulations, Hindman said. 

Chief Judge at the 34th 
District Court Tina Brooks Green 
said the work program is a con¬ 
structive, valuable resource 
available for use by a sentencing 
judge, district attorney or proba¬ 
tion officer. 

“The work program will allow 
the offender to repay his or her 
community through their work 
services,” said Green. “It also 
allows offenders who have been 
fined and do not have the means 
to pay their costs to work on com¬ 
munity-oriented projects in lieu 
of their debt” 

Green said the recipient 
agency is responsible for super¬ 
vising the offenders and main¬ 
taining clear, precise and 
accountable records of their 


work. 

Judge Brian A. Oakley said 
that the program supplies both 
skilled and unskilled labor for 
the communities. He noted that 
licensed skilled trades partici¬ 
pants can help communities with 
cement work, carpentry, dry¬ 
walling, electrical plumbing and 
tile work. 

Oakley noted that work done 
through the program is per¬ 
formed by the offenders for 
either a non-profit or govern¬ 
mental agency and there is no 
monetary compensatioa 

“This program gives the 
offender some sense of belonging 
in their community by having 
paid the community back for 
their crime,” Oakley said. 

Hindman added that commu¬ 
nities are assigned a group of 
people that can handle various 
work duties in each community. 
These are jobs, he said, that 
might otherwise go unattended 
due to the lack of manpower

Members of police depart¬ 
ments throughout the Detroit 
metro area traveled to Wayne 
Tuesday morning to pay tribute 
to one of their fallen brethrea 
The officers came to the City 
of Wayne in Sport Utility 
Vehicles (SUVs), squad cars and 
on motorcycles to honor the 
memory of Skender Gocaj, a 
Westland resident and police 
officer, who was killed Friday 
night in an automobile accident 
He was off duty. 

Michigan State Police said the 
accident that took his life hap¬ 
pened at about 11 p.m. Friday 
night on 1-96, nearBrightoa 
Sgt Greg Poulson said a cou¬ 
ple in a pickup truck broke down 
on the freeway. The roadway is 
relatively narrow there, he said, 
and the couple was forced to stop 
in the left hand lane. 

“Unfortunately there’s not a 
very big shoulder there,” he said. 


“Apparently, he (Gocaj) could¬ 
n’t swerve around the pick up 
truck,” Poulson said. “(The offi¬ 
cers) didn’t see the accident but 
they heard it They were about a 
half mile away.” 

Gocaj was in a Toyota Ck)rolla, 
police said. The smaller car slid 
partially under the truck before 
it spun back into the roadway 
where it was grazed by another 
vehicle. Gocaj was pronounced 
dead at the scene, but no one 
else was injured in the collision, 
Poulson said. 

Gocaj, who was only 31, had a 
long history with the Westland 
Police Department according to 
Chief Dan Pfannes. It started 
when he joined the Police 
Explorer program and worked 
his way up to the level of com¬ 
mand officer 

He worked as a volunteer 
explorer until 1995, when he was 
sworn in as a police officer, 
Pfannes said. He was a member 
of the uniform patrol division for 
his entire career.

“Slashing the budget for the 


DEQ could jeopardize funding 
for much-needed landfill inspec¬ 
tion programs,” he said. ‘These 
programs are critical to enforce 
the ban on dangerous substances 
in landfills that threaten our 
environment and the health of 
residents.” 

Landfill inspection progiams- 
and the practices of landfills in 
general - have received a lot of 
attention lately because the city 
of Toronto has started to send 
garbage across the Detroit River 
and into Michigan. Patterson has 
drafted legislation to halt that 
and to slow the influx of out of 
state waste, in general. Michigan 
is among the top five states for 
waste importatioa 

This year he’s sponsored legis¬ 


lation including Senate Bill (SB) 
198, which would restrict the 
transport and disposal of waste 
generated outside the state of 
Michigan and SB 505 and SB 506, 
which would prohibit other 
states and countries from dispos¬ 
ing of waste in Michigan unless 
their solid waste stream stan¬ 
dards are as stringent as those 
here. 


He’s also drafted Senate 
Resolution Fbur and sent it along 
to Washington. It urges Congress 
to give states more control of the 
interstate transport of waste. 

Prior legislative attempts to 
resolve the problem of foreign 
waste have been rejected by fed¬ 
eral courts, he said. They’ve 
ruled in some cases that states 
don’t have the authority to 


restrict out-of-state wa.ste 
because it falls under the head¬ 
ing of interstate commerce. The 
federal government regulates 
interstate commerce, which also 
includes issues relating to rail¬ 
ways. 

Patterson said, though, that he 
is concerned with the short term 
and long term effects of certain 
wastes - like motor oil and lead 
acid batteries - would have if 
they are illegally dumped in 
landfills. 

“Michigan must continue to 
enforce any laws prohibiting cer¬ 
tain kinds of waste from being 
dumped in our landfills, for the 
health of Michigan families and 
the protection of our natural 
resources.” 


Waterway polluters may face harsher state fines under updated laws

Those who pollute Michigan 
waterways and lakes will face 
harsher penalties with the 
approval of Senate Bills (SB) 46 
and 47, according to State Sen. 
Bruce Patterson (R-Canton). 

Patterson sponsored the bills 
because he said one of his top 
priorities is to protect the envi¬ 
ronment and natural resources 
of the state. If s a battle that hear¬ 
kens back to his terms as a state 
representative, when he spon¬ 


sored a bill to allow the state to 
bond up to $1 billion to effect 
improvements in water and 
sewer systems, which would ulti¬ 
mately help protect the great 
lakes, the most abundant natural 
resource in Michigaa 

“We must punish those who 
violate our pollution laws,” he 
said. “Dramatically increasing 
the current fines and increasing 
the enforcement of them would 
send a clear message that 
Michigan does not tolerate 
unprincipled acts against 
nature.” 


Senate Bill 46 would double 
the minimum civil fine for pollut¬ 
ing water from $2,500 to $5,000 
per day of violation and double 
the maximum amount from 
$25,000 to $50,000 per day of vio¬ 
lation, Patterson said. Senate Bill 
47 deals with the criminal side of 
pollutton. It revises the criminal 
sanctions maximum prison terms 
in the sentencing to match those 
proposed by SB 46. 

Patterson also sponsored SB. 
568, which would allow the 
Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) to pay a reward of 


up to $10,000 to a person who 
provides information that leads 
to an arrest and conviction of 
someone who pollutes Michigan 
water 

The bills received testimony of 
support from several environ¬ 
mental activist groups, according 
to Pattersoa 

“Nonexistent and lax regula¬ 
tions have turned the Detroit 
River into nothing more than an 
open sewer,” said Bob Bums, a 
Grosse He resident and Detroit 
Riverkeeper. “These problems 
can be traced back to the illegal 


discharge of waster products by 
unscmpulous individuals. This 
legislation would establish a 
reporting and reward system to 
facilitate the exposure of these 
illegal activities.” 

Ann Wiowode, director of the 
Mackinac Chapter of the Sierra 
Club, agreed. She pointed out 
that the current fines were set 
almost 30 years ago, and said 
they were ineffective. 

“Ifs time they were updated,” 
she said. “These bills are critical 
in adequately addressing those 
who violate our pollution laws.”

Plan gets our vote 
but only if it’s fair 

Last week state officials unveiled a plan that they claim will 
increase voter turnout and represent a cost-savings for cash-strapped 
school districts. 

The plan would consolidate all elections to four potential dates 
and transfer the responsibility for school elections to county or other 
local clerks departments. Secretary of State Iterri Lynn Land said the 
plan would save schools money. 

The concept itself makes sense, but it’s unclear whether the con¬ 
solidation plan would achieve the results that state lawmakers want 

Consolidating election dates is something the state should imple¬ 
ment sooner or later Other states have implemented the program and 
it only makes sense to do it here. 

Local clerics have long lamented the low voter turnout municipali¬ 
ties experience during all sorts of elections. In a country that prides 
itself on a democratic system, clerks often consider a 25 percent 
turnout of voters a good day. Opening the door for more consistent 
election dates may improve on that, but sadly, it doesn’t necessarily 
mean more voters would take time to perform their civic duty. 

The cost-savings plan needs a little more clarification, as well. 
While it’s true that if the schools do not have to run their own elec¬ 
tions, they may not have to pay for them. Someone does, though, and 
cities and townships are just as cash-strapped as school districts and 
in some cases, even more so. Local governments, while always willing 
to be good neighbors, would most likely reject a plan that asks them to 
pay for the elections as well as run them. It’s a matter of being fiscally 
responsible as they perform their duties. 

The concept of consolidating elections is not a new one, even in 
Michigan. It has come up in the legislature in the past, but never 
received the crucial votes needed to turn it fix)m concept to reality. 
Term limits have resulted in a change in the legislature that may 
make it easier to approve the legislation this time around, but we 
hope lawmakers ensure the system is fair to everyone, first

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Acceptance is key to happiness 


“Lynn was telling me you gave her some pretty 
good information,” Jenny said over the phone. 

“ I’m glad it was helpful,” I answered. 

“I’m having terrible time with faith,” Jenny told 
me, “ Have you ever lost faith?” 

I said I didn’t think so, but I also realized my faith 
in a power greater than me, my faith in the uni¬ 
verse, my faith in my God, has indeed been mis¬ 
placed at times of my life. 

Jenny was having tough time keeping faith 
because of her infertility problems. I asked her if 
she had ever been grateful for her inability to con¬ 
ceive? 

“No, I really can’t say that I have.” 

We talked—Jenny and I, about a way of thinking 
that counters old ways of thinking, old unhealthy 
ways— I call them unhealthy old pictures. For 
example, instead of accepting what is, Jenny is 
resisting with all of her might Resisting, that for 


now, for today, she can’t con¬ 
ceive a child. 

Resistance is usually based 
on the old picture that says we can control situa¬ 
tions, people and even the power of the universe.

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Suspect sought in robbeiy of Plymouth bank

It was more of a “roll-up” than 
a hold-up, but the man who 
walked into a Plymouth 
Township bank last week with no 
weapon but a curled up maga¬ 
zine walked out with an undis¬ 
closed amount of cash nonethe¬ 
less. 

Police are looking for tips 
about the man who robbed the 
Standard Federal Bank at the 
comer of Ann Arbor and Sheldon 
roads at about 1:35 p.m. last 
Wednesday, June 11. 

It was the fourth such robbery 
in Plymouth Township in a year 
and the third heist accomplished 
at that particular bank 

Local police are working with 
the Federal Bureau of 
Investigations (FBI) and other 
area agencies to publicize photos 
of the man obtained from a secu¬ 
rity camera at the bank accord¬ 
ing to Det. Bob Antal of the 
Plymouth Township Police 
Department 

He said the cameras gave 


police a better-than-average look 
at the man’s face, which could 
provide a good start toward 
catching the suspect 

A vivid description from a wit¬ 
ness of the suspect’s behavior 
will help too, according to Antal. 

“Even as shaken up as she 
was, she gave the most detailed 
description that we’ve had in a 
very long time,” he said. “One 
thing that does stand out about 
him is his nose. Everyone asks if 
it’s a fake. We don’t think it is.” 

Police are describing the sus¬ 
pect as a white male between 40 
and 45 years old, standing about 5 
feet, 10-inches tall with thinning 
brown hair and prescription 
glasses with dark flames. 

Antal said there were no 
weapons or threats of violence 
involved in the hold-up. 

“He put a magazine on the 
counter, unrolled it and told the 
teller to give him all the 20s, 50s 
and 100s she had,” Antal said. 

At first the teller thought the 
man was joking, according to 
reports. 

When he became more insis-

tent, the teller complied and 
handed over all the big bills she 
had. When that wasn’t enough, 
the man said, “Give me all your 
cash now and don’t give me any 
dye packs or set off the alarm.” 

The teller stacked all the cash 
flx)m her drawer in a pile on top 
of the man’s magazine, which he 
rolled up and tucked under his 
arm as he walked quietly out of 
the bank 


Once he was gone, the teller 
alerted bank officials, who darted 
out the door to find the man. 

But before they could spot 
him, the man had disappeared 
among the shoppers and vehicles 
parked in the large lot that sur- 
roimds the bank and nearby strip 
mall, police said. 

According to Antal, it could be 
the location of the bank that has 
attracted thieves. 

“You’ve got two busy roads 
there, lots of foot traffic at the 
shops and a big parking lot to 
blend into,” he said. 

Det. Mark Hoffman, who is 
investigating the robbery with 
Antal, said township police are 
working closely with the Detroit 
office of the FBI to find the sus¬ 
pect 

“They’ve got somebody in 
mind,” he said. “There was a 
bank robbery (in February) with 
a suspect that has a similar physi¬ 
cal description. And he asked for 
the 20s, 50s and l(X)s, too.” 

Police hope that the descrip¬ 
tion provided by a witness of a 
suspect vehicle will help locate 


the culprit 

“The teller told us that the 
magazine the man used was a 
purple Auto Trader,” Antal said. 
“We found that the only place 
where that’s distributed nearby 
is the Kroger across the parking 
lot So we questioned people 
there and someone said they 
remembered a van tearing out of 
the lot around the time of the 
hold-up. It had been there all 
morning.” 

The vehicle is a white full- 
sized van with a raised, conver¬ 
sion-style roof and blue stripes 
that run around the sides to the 
back 

Township police helped to 
apprehend a man last autumn 
who was later convicted of 
orchestrating the two previous 
robberies at the bank 

Widespread publicity of the 
physical descriptions of the man, 
his accomplices and their vehi¬ 
cles helped police to make those

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Long-time Westland businessman retires 


Denny Idrizi is 
a man who has 
lived the Ameri¬ 
can Dream. 

This month, the 
well-known area 
businessman will 
celebrate his 
retirement and the 
sale of his busi¬ 
ness, Saranda’s 
Salon in Westland. 

“It was time,” 
Idrizi said simply. 

And Denny 
Idrizi is a man who 
understands how 
Denny Idrizi critical time can 
be. 

When he arrived in Chicago in 1965, fleeing 
the persecution of the communist government in 
his native Albania, he spoke no English and had 
no job. His only education was obtained furtive¬ 
ly in spite of the control of the oppressive govern¬ 
ment, which denied any college or education to 
native countrymen during the occupation of 
Albania 

He was 26 years old and escaped from his 
small home village by traveling over the moun¬ 
tains on foot into Greece. 

“I had food and a knife. It was difficult 
because at the borders they had guards with dogs 
and explosives, mines, you know?” he explained. 


When Denny Idrizi returned to Saranda, Albania in 1992, after the fall of 
communism, he cut the hair of friends and family members in the field 
of his family’s farm. 


Having only a sense of the direction in which he 
wanted to travel, without a map he became 
somewhat disoriented at night 

“I climbed a tree and stayed there until morn¬ 
ing, when I could see,” he recalled. “Then, I 
went oa” 

Idrizi’s decision to leave his family and his 
country did not come easily. 

Following his father’s death, Idrizi became 
the head of the household at 16 and supported 
his family on the small village farm. He farmed 
and used his father’s barber tools to keep his 
family together. In his native country, he 
explained, family is sacred. “To help your family 
is part of your life,” Idrizi said. 

“The decision to leave was hard...but I had 
raised my four sisters and my brother, they were 
married,” Idrizi said of his escape. “The commu¬ 
nists were after anyone they thought might be 
‘right wing’ and so many were persecuted. 

“My three uncles were imprisoned by the 
communists. I thought they would come for me. 
Anyone who opposed them was persecuted. You 
could be arrested and imprisoned for the small¬ 
est thing. I knew I wanted to go to America,” 
Idrizi recalled. 

Fbllowing his morning descent from the tree 
and successful crossing into Greece, he was sent 
to refugee camps, first in Greece and then in 
Italy. He was isolated and investigated in the 
camps and he spoke neither language during the 
six months he was detained. 

“I had the name of a cousin in America who 
would help me,” Idrizi recalled. “He 
first got to Brazil and then Chicago.” 

He was offered several choices of 
countries accepting refugees while in 
the camps. Sweden and Belgium were 
among the countries he could have cho¬ 
sen but Idrizi only thou^t of America 
His timing was good, he said, and he 
was shipped to meet his relatives in the 
U.S. 

In Chicago, he obtained a second¬ 
hand dictionary and sat memorizing the 
English words and their meanings every 
night in his cousin’s small apartment 
He tried talking to eveiyone he could in 
his efforts to learn to speak English. 

But there were no jobs, so his cousin 
contacted another uncle in Detroit and 
Idrizi arrived in Michigan where he 
found work at the Bloomfield Hills 
Country Club as a busboy. Elventually, 
he woriced his way up to being a waiter, 
all the while attempting to learn as 
much English as possible. 

On his days off, Idrizi would travel to 
Greektown on a bus to see a barber who 
spoke both Albanian and Greek. 

And watching the men line up for 
haircuts at $3 each gave him an idea 
“The barber made $70 a day—I made 
$70 a week,” Idrizi recalled. “So I asked 
him about barber schools. 

Despite the discouragement of 
friends and acquaintances alike who 
told him school would be too hard and 
his lack of English impossible to over¬ 
come, Idrizi entered bai-ber college dur¬ 
ing the day and continued working at 
night 

He got his license after only six

months and then took a job with his fiiendly bar¬ 
ber in Greektown. “I worked there for only six 
months. He had been there 40 years. Everybody 
who came in said they would wait for him— 
nobody wanted me,” Idrizi said. 

A newspaper ad brought him to Westland on a 
bus to apply for the first barbershop in the base¬ 
ment of the new mall that had just opened. 

“Hey, the ad said $300 guaranteed—but every¬ 
body said it would be too hard. I said, ‘Where’s 
Westland?”’Idrizi recalled. 

He didn’t last too long there either. Only lack 
of clientele wasn’t the problem. Exactly the 
opposite. It didn’t take too long for lines of 
clients to tell the manager that they were waiting 
for Denny to cut their hair rather than one of the 
several other barbers. 

“I got fired for creating a waiting clientele,” 
Idrizi said. 

Ifrom there, he decided to try to buy a shop of 
his own. That had been his goal from the onset, 
but this was a bit soon, he recalled. 

“What a bad time it was,” he said. “This was 
when everybody was growing long hair and 
being a hippie By now I had a wife and two kids 
and a house,” he said. To make ends meet and 
support his family, he went to work nights at 
Little Caesars. 

He spent his days in school learning to cut 
and style women’s hair, and watched for an 
opportunity for a salon And his sense of timing 
was once again on target when he found the 
abandoned house on Warren Road, across from 
the Westland mall. 

“It was an eyesore. Well water, a septic tank—

: requirements at the wastewater 
treatment plant, according to 
; ^ Victor Mercado, director of the 
DSWD. 

‘The purpose of this hearing 


is to inform and gather input 
from the communities that will 
be affected,” he said. 

The DWSD will try to receive 
a low-interest loan from the State 
Revolving Loan Fund (SRF) to 
finance the $32.3 million project 
If it does, the average residential 
household customer within the 
service area may see additional 
sewer chai^ges of about $2.20 per 
year. 

The City of Detroit has long 
touted improvements needed in 
the water and sewer system as 
the reason behind continued rate 
hikes to suburban users. Many 
city officials were forced to pass 
along those increases again this 
year to a varying degree. In the 
City of Wayne, costs went up 11.7 
percent for the combined water 
and sewer rates because the

Detroit water rate increased 
27.16 percent and the Wayne 
County Sewer rate increased 8.78 
percent 

“It’s going to affect everyone,” 
said Ramzi El-Gharib, Wayne city 
engineer 

The rate increases come at a 
time when many municipalities 
are grappling with the cost of 
replacing and maintaining aging 
municipal sewer systems. 

In the City of Wayne, for exam¬ 
ple, the water and sewer system 
is between 60 and 100 years old. 


El-Gharib estimated it would cost 
about $15 million to fix the sys¬ 
tem. 

“It’s going to be a major prob¬ 
lem,” he said. 

The city has planned about 
$500,000 to rehab sewers this 
year, but there isn’t enough 
money to do all the repairs need¬ 
ed, at once. 

El-Gharib said the city was 
developing a plan that would 
include prioritized projects, and 
completing some of the work as 
roadways are replaced. The work 


has got to take place, he said, 
even during the budget-strapped 
economy. 

“We can’t just sit back and 
scratch our heads about it,” he 
said. 

A comprehensive plan to 
update the sewer and water sys¬ 
tem is in the preliminary stages, 
he said. 

Mercado said the DWSD wel¬ 
comes input from the general 
public as well as representatives 
from the affected community at 
the June 25 meeting. They are 
also accepting written comments 
that arrive before 5 p.m. that day.

Northville State Police Post houses new ‘bomb squad’ tmck 


The Michigan State Police 
(MSP) have a new weapon to 
' help them protect and serve 
It’s about 28-feet long, dark 
blue and packed with everything 
1 the bomb squad needs to investi¬ 
gate a potential explosive device 
and render it harmless, accord- 
ijing to Det. Specialist Dan 
; Ketvirtis of the MSP 

“It makes our job a lot easier,” 

: he said. “They were designed 
specifically to meet our needs. It 
; helps us out a lot” 

The new bomb squad truck 
sits on a CMC 5500 chassis. The 


back cab makes up about 18 feet 
of its 28 foot length. It contains 
plenty of storage shelves that 
house protective equipment and 
clothing, a small desk with a com¬ 
puter and a hydraulic lift that 
provides a home for the two 
remote-controlled robots bomb 
squad technicians use to get up 
close and impersonal with poten¬ 
tial bombs. 

The exterior features items 
like a retractable awning to pro¬ 
tect equipment and men from the 
elements, a small roll-out desk 
and near-blinding lights for night 


exercises. 

There are seven new trucks 
that the state distributed to 
Michigan State Police posts 
throughout Michigan. Like the 
bomb squads, the trucks are sta¬ 
tioned at Michigan State Police 
Crime labs, according to 
Ketvirtis. The Northville post, 
which hosts the closest crime lab, 
services the area of Michigan 
west of Detroit down to the Ohio 
border as well as a portion of 
Oakland County. 

‘They can respond statewide 
from here,” said Dennis Lippert, 


lab director at the Northville 
MSP post “We back each other 
up.” Members of the bomb squad 
often pull double duty at crime 
labs, Ketvirtis said. 

“We have all the equipment 
we need right on the truck,” he 
said. “We don’t have to bring 
equipment in and take equip¬ 
ment out or hook up a trailer We 
just hop in and go.” 

There is room for two two- 
man bomb disposal squads in the 
truck, which is important consid¬ 
ering that the protective clothing 
they wear - a suit made of Kevlar 


and topped with protective plat¬ 
ing - weighs about 85 pounds. 
That can take its toll on a body, 
particularly when the squads 
respond to situations in the heat 
of summer. 

Although the last of the seven 
new vehicles went on line last 
week, the Northville post has 
actually had their mobile lab for 
a couple of months now, accord¬ 
ing to Ketvirtis. He said he and 
his partner, DeL Sgt Rob Rayer 
have had a few occasions to use 
it “It’s worked out beautifully,” 
Ketvirtis said.

Consumer Annual Report on Water Quality 

Introduction 

In compliance with the Federal Safe Drinking Water Act Amendments, the City of 
Inkster Water Department is providing its customers with the 2002 annual report on 
water quality. This report explains where your water comes from, what it contains, 
and how it compares to Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) and State standards. 
Our constant goal is to provide you with a safe and dependable supply of drinking 
water. 

What is the Source of My Water? 

The City of Inkster purchases water wholesale from the City of Detroit. Two (2) of 
the five (5) Detroit water treatment plants supply water to the City of Inkster. 

Specifically: 

1. Springwells Water Treatment Plant, located at Warren Road and 
Springwells, in the City of Detroit. This plant draws its raw surface 
water from the Belle Isle intakes on the East end of the island. This site 
is near the juncture of Lake St. Clair and the mouth of the Detroit River. 

2. Southwest Water Treatment Plant, located on Moran Road in Allen Park, 
draws its raw surface water from the Detroit River near Fighting Island. 
The actual intake lies east of the International boundary fine between 
Canada and the United States. 

Note: Data is from various maps and drawings held by (DWDS) Detroit Water 
and Sewer Department. 

Opportunities For Public Participation 

3. We invite public participation in decisions that affect drinking water 
quality. The regular scheduled council meetings are the first and third 
Monday of each month. For more information about your water, or the 
contents of this report, contact [Peter Gurczynski, Superintendent 
Water/Sewer, at(313)563-9781. For more information about safe drink¬ 
ing water, visit the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency at 
www.epa.gov/safewater/. 

Contaminants and their presence in water. 

4. Drinking water, including bottled water, may reasonably be expected to 
contain at least small amounts of some contaminants. The presence of 
contaminants does not necessarily indicate that water poses a health risk. 
More information about contaminants and potential health effects can be 
obtained by calling the Environmental Protection Agency’s Safe 
Drinking Water Hotline (800) 426-4791. 

Vulnerability of Sub-Population. 

5. Some people may be more vulnerable to contaminants in drinking water 
than the general population. Immuno-compromised persons such as per¬ 
sons with cancer undergoing chemotherapy, persons who have under¬ 
gone organ transplants, people with HIV/AIDS or other immune system 
disorders, some elderly, and infants can be particularly at risk from 
infections. These people should seek advice about drinking water from 
their health care providers. The Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) 
and the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) guidelines on 
appropriate means to lessen the risk of infection by Cryptosporidium and 
other microbial contaminants are available from the Safe Drinking Water 
Hotline (800) 426-4791. 

Sources of drinking water: 

6. The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include 
rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, springs, and wells. Our water 
comes from the Detroit River and Lake St. Clair. As water travels over 
the surface of the land or through the ground, it dissolves 
naturally-occurring minerals and, in some cases, radioactive material, 
and can pick up substances resulting from the presence of animals or 
from human activity. 

Contaminants that may be present in source water include: 

7. Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, which may come 
from sewage treatment plants, septic systems, agricultural livestock 
operations and wildlife. 

Inorganic contaminants, such as salts and metals, which can be 
naturally occurring or result from urban storm water runoff, industrial or 
domestic wastewater discharges, oil and gas production, mining or farm¬ 
ing. 

Pesticides and herbicides, which may come from a variety of sources 
such as agriculture and residential uses. 

Radioactive contaminants, which can be naturally occurring or be the 
result of oil and gas production and mining activities. 

Organic chemical contaminants, including synthetic and volatile 
organics chemicals, which are by-products of industrial processes and 


petroleum production, and can also come from gas stations, urban storm 
water runoff, and septic systems. 

In order to ensure that tap water is safe to drink, EPA prescribes regulations that limit 
the amount of certain contaminants in water provided by public water systems. Food 
and Drug Administration (FDA) regulations establish limits for contaminants in bot¬ 
tled water which provide the same protection for public health. 

Monitoring and Reporting Requirements. 

The state and EPA require us to test our water on a regular basis to ensure its safety. 

8. The City of Inkster has met all the monitoring and reporting require¬ 
ments for 2002. 

Water Quality Data Table 

9. The water quality data table on pages 5-6 list all the contaminants that 
were detected during monitoring for the 2002 calendar year. The pres¬ 
ence of these contaminants in the water, does not necessarily indicate 
that the water poses a health risk. Definitions of the terms and abbrevia¬ 
tions used in the table are listed below.

Information About Lead And Copper 

10. Lead in drinking water is rarely the sole cause of lead poisoning, but it 
can add to a person’s total lead exposure. All potential sources of lead in 
the household should be identified and removed, replaced or reduced. 

Infants and children who drink water containing lead in excess of the 
action level could experience delays in their physical or mental develop¬ 
ment. Children could show slight deficits in attention span and learning 
abilities. Adults who drink this water over many years could develop 
kidney problems or high blood pressure. It is possible that lead levels at 
your home may be higher than at other homes in the community as a 
result of materials used in your home’s plumbing. If you are concerned 
about elevated lead levels in your home’s water, you may wish to have 
your water tested and flush your tap for 30 seconds to 2 minutes before 
using tap water. Additional information is available from the Safe 
Drinking Water Hotline at 800-426-4791. 

Copper is an essential nutrient, but some people who drink water con¬ 
taining copper in excess of the action level over a relatively short amount 
of time could experience gastrointestinal distress. Some people who 
drink water containing copper in excess of the action level over many 
years could suffer liver or kidney damage. People with Wilson’s Disease 
should consult their personal doctor. 

Cryptosporidium 

11. Cryptosporidium is a disease-causing parasite that lives in the intestinal 
tract of many animals including dogs and cats. Symptoms of infection 
include diarrhea, abdominal cramps, headaches, nausea and vomiting. 
The disease is typically spread through contact with feces of an infected 
animal or person and consuming contaminated food or water. 
Cryptosporidium can be introduced into bodies of water by way of sur¬ 
face water runoff containing animal waste, and sewage discharge. The 
Detroit Water and Sewerage Department has been testing for 
Cryptosporidium since 1994 and has not detected it in any of there 
source water supplies. 

We will update this report annually and will keep you informed of any 
problems that may occur throughout the year, as they happen.

what a mess,” Idrizi recalled. In 1973 he 
bought the abandoned building and went 
to the mayor and city council for help with 
his dream. “Mayor (Gene) McKinney 
helped me—and Ibm Thylor (former coun¬ 
cilman and mayor). They were so good to 
me,” Idrizi said. 

“I got a lot of support from the city.” 

And, after his shop opened, he hired 
the manager from the shop in the mall 
who had fired him. 

“I told him—you fired me for creating a 
waiting clientele, now you’ll be fired if you 
don’t create one.” 

He went fix)m two operators at his uni- 
'sex salon, named Saranda for the village 
he fled in Albania, to 10 unisex operators. 

He began, he said, to live the American 
Dream, including a new Cadillac. 

Despite his prosperous business, his 
three daughters and his Westland home, 
Idrizi still felt the loss of his Albanian fam¬ 
ily. There was no way to communicate 
with his relatives and by then, his mother 
had been stripped of all her property by 
the commimists and interred in a concen¬ 
tration camp. His sisters and brother 
faced prison for any communication with 
him. 

“I was convicted in absentia and sen¬ 
tenced to 25 years in jail by the commu¬ 
nists. If I had gone back, they would put 
me strai^t in prison,” Idrizi said. 

Then, in 1991, when the communist gov¬ 
ernment fell, Idrizi knew the time for his 
return was near. And in 1992, he went 
back to Saranda He found his family and 
repurchased the home the communists 
had taken fixsm his mother He moved her 


back in, and bought her a color TV, the 
mechanics of which he said she could 
never understand. 

He renovated the home including 
installing a reftigerator and microwave, 
revolutionary advances at that time in 
Albania. He also brought his mother to 
live with him and his family in America 
and she stayed for six months before 
homesickness for her native country 
prompted her return to Saranda. 

But Idrizi recalls many of the things she 
told him about America 

“This” she would say, “is a country for 
human beings. I’ll take with me six 
months of being here. If I am dreaming to 
see such things, I will cry when I wake,” 
Idrizi recalls her telling hira 

Idrizi, now 65, says that he hopes now to 
spend time on his farm up north, where he 
has renovated a six-bedroom farmhouse 
on 80 acres. 

“Now, I have a chance to breathe,” he 
said. “I may do something part time. I 
worked 10 years as a farmer to raise my 
brother and sisters, I worked five years as 
a waiter, then 35 years cutting hair Now, I 
relax,” he said. 

“I have no regrets, but so many people 
to thank,” he concluded.

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Poice warn 
of seasonal

He said his name was Mike and that he 
had a great deal on airline tickets. But the 
deal was for the friends who eventually 
used the tickets to fly to Florida, not for 
the Plymouth Township woman who 
agreed to pay for them. 

According to Plymouth Township 
police reports, the woman met the con 
artist online last month, when he duped 
her out of $400 with a bogus offer on dis¬ 
count tickets. 

The woman met the con man in an 
Internet chatroom, where he offered to 
sell her two “rapid rewards” tickets for 
$400. 

The deal seemed so good that she wrote 
out a check for the amount and mailed it 
off to Houston, Tex., according to the 
report She even told her brother about 
the bargaia 

But when the tickets failed to arrive as 
expected May 20, the woman became sus¬ 
picious that the deal really had been too 
good to be true. 

It was. 

She contacted township police and, 
after some investigation, learned that the 
tickets had been used by two women trav¬ 
eling under false names, according to Det 
Bob Antal of the Plymouth Township 
Police. 

“The tickets were real, but the deal 
wasn’t,” he said. “She basically paid for 
the airfare of those two womea” 

Known as “Non-delivery of goods” 
fraud, the con is one example of the nearly 
25,000 such crimes reported last year at a 
website devoted to tracking fraud on the 
Internet 

Township officials say the crime serves 
as a dual reminder about the growth of 
Internet fraud, as well as more traditional 
scams that are common during warmer 
weather 

“This is the time of year you start to see 
gypsy frauds,” said Lt. Bob Smith of 
Plymouth Township Police. “The warm 
weather brings them out of the woodwork. 
An outfit will roll into town, pick off a cou¬ 
ple of marks and then leave.” 

Often, he said, the con will involve two 
or more partners: at least one to-consult 
with a homeowner about roof work, new 
siding or another project around the 
house exterior and yard; and another who 
slips inside the house to pilfer as his part¬ 
ner distracts the victims outside. 

“We haven’t had too much trouble (in 
Plymouth) with that sort of thing,” Antal 
said. But neighboring communities have 
reported such crimes in the past, he said, 
which makes it smart to be careful. 

Antal and Smith said the township 
police department has materials to help 
residents avoid “gypsy” frauds and other 
warm-weather scams. 

They also have tips for spotting Internet

cons, a type of fraud that is on the rise. 

According to the Internet Fraud 
Complaint Center (IFCC), an FBI-spon¬ 
sored website for reporting complaints 
about fraud on the Internet, the number of 
frauds reported to the site tripled between 
2001 and 2002. 

The site received more than 75,000 
complaints in 2002, up from about 49,000 
the year before. Of those complaints 
received in 2002, some 48,252 were 
referred to state and local law enforce¬ 
ment for further action, according to the 
IFCC annual report 

Non-delivery of goods frauds make up 
about 31 percent of all the complaints 
reported to the IFCC, the report said. 
Some 82 percent of those who reported 
such a fraud lost money in the con, the 
average victim losing $176. 

The site offered the following tips for 
avoiding such scams: 

Do your homework on the individual or 
company to ensure that they are legiti¬ 
mate. 

Try to obtain a physical address rather 
than merely a post office box and a phone 
number, call the seller to see if the number 
is correct and working. 

Send them e-mail to see if they have an 
active e-mail address and be wary of sell¬ 
ers who use fr^ e-mail services where a 
credit card wasn’t required to open the 
account 

Consider not purchasing from sellers 
who won’t provide you with this type of 
information. 

Check with the Better Business Bureau 
from the seller’s area 

Check out other web sites regarding 
this person/company. 

Don’t judge a person/company by their 
web site. 

Be cautious when responding to special 
offers (especially through unsolicited e- 
mail). 

Be cautious when dealing with individ¬ 
uals/companies from outside your own 
country. 

Inquire about returns and warranties. 

The safest way to purchase items via 
the Internet is by ci’edit card because you 
can often dispute the charges if something 
is wrong. 

Make sure the transaction is secure 
when you electronically send your credit 
card numbers.

To bookend 
the season, she was named most 
valuable player on the team. 

“She never stops hustling out 
there,” said Meteyer. “She’s a 
well-rounded kid.” Meteyer was 
also her high school environmen¬

Although her senior season 
ended at districts with a heart¬ 
breaking 1-0 loss to rival Novi, 
her dream continues on with her 
club team the Michigan Hawks. 
The Hawks, based in Livonia, 
will compete at regionals in Iowa 
later this month and move on to 
nationals if they win. 

Although she plays or prac¬ 
tices soccer almost every day, she 
said, the sport doesn’t consume 
her life. In high school she also 
played basketball and ran track. 
She also swims, mountain bikes 
and skis. 

She said she loves the out¬ 
doors and thinks that West 
Virginia will be able to cater to 
her active life style 

When she has spare time she 
said it is important to spend time 


with her friends. 

Despite her active lifestyle, 
Cauzillo maintained a 3.6 grade 
point average in high school and 
was a member of the Honors 
Society. 

“She’s Just really focused,” 
said Linda Cauzillo of the daugh¬ 
ter.

The next length of her journey 
begins Aug. 6, when she leaves 
for West Virginia University.
